No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter. 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record discloses the combination of the limitations presented including 
the sliding cover being resiliently supported vertically by elastic support member and horizontally by the 
elastic member such that the sliding cover can be slanted to block connection in case of uneven forces 
and can be moved horizontally to permit connection if the plug is inserted properly.
